The Hague, Netherlands, Oct. 23. — 
The position of Holland is beginning 
to show 
an uncomfortable resem- 
blance to that -of 
Midas, at whose 
touch everything turned to gold. In- 
stead of the urgently needed goods, 
more anr» more gold, not to mention 
1200,000,000 worth of credit paper, has 
been sent to Holland by her belligerent 
neighbors. 
This Is far more than she can em- 
ploy, with the result that 
the 
gold 
stocks of the Nethelands bank have 
quadrupled since the outbreak of the 
war, amounting now to some 
$265, 
000,000. This means that the central 
bank's directly callable liabilities, in, 
the form of banknotes and-current ac- 
count balances, &re backed by gold to 
the extent of 77 percent, which com- 
pares with only 17 percent 
in Ger- 
many. 


"But 
of what use are our MK Epld 
reserves," Hollanders are 
beginning 
to ask, "if our productive capacity is 
being more imd more reduced, ever 
more businesses are being brought to 
entire or partial standstill for lack of 
raw materialu or coal, workmen dis- 
missed, the supply of foodstuffs cut 
off, 
and our colonies, one .of the na- 
tion's mainstays, likewise hard press- 
ed by the prevailing circumstances." 
If he need further evidence that the 
world has turned uptide down, the 
Hollander may find it in the 
curious 
fact that his normally much coveted 
gold is declined with thanka in Swe- 
den, 
whole gold exports- to Spain, are 
impossible because of the obstacles in 
the way of shipment. The unpleasant 
result "is that the Swedish exchange 
has risen. Holland's exports 
thither 


are too small to balance her imports 
from Sweden. ^Nothing would appear 
more logical than to pay m go\& tot 
the excess import* but the Swedish 
bank refuses to accept It. 
Prom 
practically the commence- 
ment of tie war the Swedish govern- 
ment has taken the standpoint that 
it wants goods paid for in goods, the 
population needing foodstuffs and oth- 
er necessities rather than gold. 
Hol- 
landers are beginning to keenly 
feel 
the strange limitation which has.been 
placed on the powers of gold. 
Holland's national debt, which stood 
at $444 000,000 before the war, has 
nearly doubled in the past three years 
The added burden amounts to date to 
1326,000,000. It is expected to go on 
mounting so long as the war continues 
and an army of some quarter of a mil- 
lion has to be kept on a- war footing 
as well as big sums spent on the pro- 
vision of cheap food and other neces- 
sities for the people.

sleeps In a tent at home in his yard 
Jn the city now, and takes six raw 
eggs and lots of milk every day. Will 
he get w.ell?. How long will it take? 
What about the tuberculin T Is the 
disease likely to infect any of the 
children?

If social service were more than 2 
per cent efficient, if civic conscience 
.were more than 1 per cent active, 
this mother would not have to worry 
about the family income pending the 
final result. 
The-father has worked 
all-his life, given his blood to indus- 
try, and in return he has received a 
stipend-on which, today™ it takes an 
exceptional family' to live in decent 
comfort. 
Now his pay envelope 
is 
gone. 
The community, honest eax- 
•payers ami law abiding citizens all, 
will look on the tragedy with sym- 
pathy, but that-is as far as the gen- 
eral interest goes. 
The patient, in our personal opin- 
ion is spending funds extravagantly 
on eggs. Six eggs a day represents 
an amount of money which would buy 
much . more 
nutriment in 
another, 
perhaps a more palatable form. The 
day of the raw egg and milk gorge 
has passed. The feeding of the tuber- 
culosis individual is no longer a mat- 
ter'of force, but of Intelligent selec- 
tion of reasonably varied food, such 
as whole wheat bread and butter, po- 
tatoes and other vegetables in season, 
fresh meat of some kind daily, cooked 
eggs now and then if desired,, fresh 
milk as desired. There is no particular 
virtue in a raw egg, except its pr ce 
The patient must rigidly practice 
isolation from the children. That is, 
never kiss, never allow them to sleep 
near or in the room with him, never 
fondle them. 
They may visit with 
him in the open air at any time, with

Is it safe to 
let her return to school now? One 
doctor told me It is contagious as long 
as she coughs, and another said that 
it isn't contagious after six weeks. 
: The cough she has now is from catch- 
. ing cold again.

ANSWER.—The child should not be 
admitted to school until the cough has 
ceased. 
The disease is probably in- 
fectious as long as- expectoration con- 
tinues, though the principal danger of 
infection s, as the doctor told you, 
durng the first six weeks, and some 
health boards, do not require isolation 
after the sixth week. Of course any 
disease causing cough may be infec- 
tious. And if you really imagine the 
child "takes cold" you will probably 
keep her indoors too much, and her 
cough will hang on a long time yet.
